During the gales pf last winter more 
han 20 trump steamers were lost. Tea 
vure never heard from after leaving 
)ort. More than 150 broke their shafts, 
u over a score of instances they also 
Obt their propellers and >\ore saved from 
icing overwhelmed by sea anchors, which, 
held their heads to the- combers, and a 
ibertil use of oil, which smoothed down 
he cicsts. Some of the uuderballasted 
ramps from British ports, which iu 
Peasant weather make the voyage to 
Sandy Hook iu 15 days, were 85 days 
and, 40 days breasting the great winter 
gales. Two of them rolled "their funnels 
>ut, and another spent'15 days "either at- 
empting to make her way through the 
•rested billows or 'wallowing, in the 
rpugh. Clifflikc waves, breaking in cat- 
aracts over her weather bow or leaping 
aboard amidships, carried away all her 
ifebonts. She rolled at an angle of near- 
y 43 degrees, the rolling period being 12 
>r 15 times a minute, for hours and hours 
together. 
During these 15 days the 


weary skipper found, -when he had a 
chance to make an observation, that the 
ship had made 140 knots leeway. 
In 


:his tumultuous period iery few of the 
ofliccis were able to get any sleep, except 
:he merest catnaps. The food was hard* 
•y fit to eat through bad cooking, the 
cook being unable to work properly, and 
:he water, impregnated by the searching 
nine from invading seas and spoondrift, 
did not do much tou ard quenching thirst. 


The perils of the underballasted tramp, 


steaming to the westward with head 
;tilcs lashing the seas into fury, furnish 
he marine reporters of nearly every At- 
lantic seaboard city every winter with 
columns of vi\-id stories. 
The tramp 


skipper is undaunted by the appalling 
dangers of his underpaid profession. The 
business of following the sea is the only 
one he knows anything about, and he 
tntibt either risk starvation on shore or 
boldly face the manifold dangers of a 
rover of the oceans of the world, which 
little notes the loss of a tramp steamship 
here and there. When a tramp skipper 
foses his job—he never gives it up—there 
arc a dozen or more applications for it 
despite its perils and its meager pay. 


All the smaller tramps that visit ports 


without facilities for providing or repair- 
ing machinery carry, usually on the main 
deck aft or between, decks, a spare pro- 
peller. There have been several instances 
in which tramps with these extra propel- 
lers have just escaped destruction ia 
heavy weather. 
A little British tramp 


that came into New York from the Med- 
iterranean several years ago had a spare 
propeller made fast between decks aft. 
One night, when she was within a few 
days of Sandy Hook, plunging and roll- 
ing in a cyclone, the propeller broke from 
its lashings and began thundering about 
the deck. The only illumination aboard 
ship was by means of flickering kerosene 
lamps. The skipper and several of his 
crew wi-nt down into the gloomy space 
between decks and made an effort to 
check the erratic ffigbt of the three wing- 
ed iron monster. 


They were armed with wooden and iron 


bars aud pieces of dunnage, which they 
tried to use as Kevers. It was difficult to 
keep the ship's head up in the sw ell. She 
persisted in dropping off, and every time 
she rolled the demon of a propeller rum 
bled across the steel deck to port or star 
board, threatening to smash through. th< 
ship's side. The skipper sent one of his 
men to the bridge to tell the officer In 
charge to try to toe<op the ship's bead up 
the mo\cments ot the propeller being less 
dangerous while the ship was pitching, 
but she wouldn'tt'answer her helm. The 
mass of metal stopped at times just long 
enough to allow the skipper and his ad- 
venturesome men to get within reach of 
it. Then it stirred like a sentient thing 
and appeared to spring at them. They 
saved themselves from injury by jumping 
aside or leaping over it. 


At last, as the ship lurched hea\ily to 


port, the propeller -whirled do<\v n the in- 
clined d(xk and'smashed against the side. 
One of its blades went through a plate. 
It hung for a moment against a rib of 
the ship; Iben, loosening itsett as the 
ship rolled and heeled to statiboard, it 
bowled athwartship again. A fountain 
of sea water spurted through the hole 
made by tbje propeller blade as tjhe tramp 
rolled to px>rt again, and the propeller 
slid that vfny. 
A few more holes in the 


ship's sido* would have caused her to take 
in so much water that she would have 
been in, danger of floundering^ and the 
skippcc began to wish that the propeller 
had gone all the way-through and drop- 
ped into the sea. 


There was one passenger dboard the 


tramp, a stoutt young fellow who had ex- 
perience as a -cowboy on the Texas plains. 
He had hcatjtl the booming of the spare 
propeller, anfl he went to'thte skipper and 
volunteered to check it in ids mad course. 
'At first it /revealed itself only dimly to 
him,

Camille 
Saint-Saens, 
the 
brilliant 


French composer, an extremely near- 
sighted man, was at a large social gath- 
ering in Paris one evening when the host 
ahked him to play something. He for a 
long time refused to do so; but, /being 
earnestly pressed, be took his seat at the 
piano. 
His hair was tossed back, his 


eye gleamed with excitement. 
Now he 


would bend over the piano, then he 
would throw himself back, _and all the 
while his fingers would run over the keys 
as he extemporized in the most brilliant 
fashion. The company were delighted. 


After an hour pleasure gave place to 


weariness. 
Two hours afterward some 


of the guests began to leave. Their ex- 
ample quickly became contagious, and by 
degrees nobody remained in the room ex- 
cept the master of the house (the hostess 
had long since gone to bed). 


Saint-Saens, moie inspired and more 


tumultuous than ever, utterly uncon- 
scious of the incidents around him, play- 
ed on as fast and as frenzied as ever. At 
last, about 2 a. m., seeing Saint-Saens 
playing with more ardor than ever, the 
master of the house, completely over- 
come with fatigue, became desperate and. 
laying his hand on the composer's shoul- 
der, said, "I beg pardon, my dear sir, but 
pray are you not a little fatigued?" 


Saiut-Suens replied, without leaving the 


piano, "not in the least," and, to show 
how fresh he was, struck into a new im- 
provisation with wilder enthusiasm than 
ever. The host gate up, stole out of the 
room aud went to bed. 
At daybreak 


Saint-Saens rose, gravely bowed to the 
tables and chairs and went home, com- 
pletely ignorant that the chairs and tn- 
bles had been for hours his only audv 
ence. 


The Maid of the Mist. 


The story of how the famous little 


craft the Maid of the Mist shot the whirl- 
pool rapids at Niagara falls is an inter- 
esting one. The boat, as has been the 
custom of her successors, was used to 
carry adventurous visitors up the Niaga- 
ra river as near to the falls as was possi- 
ble. On June 15, 18G7, her skipper, hav- 
ing become financially involved, received 
word that the sheriff intended to seize 
his boat.

Those that witnessed the feat were 


thrilled at the sight. As the Maid pass- 
ed under the bridge she gave a long leap 
downward and was almost buried from 
view in the foaming waters. She arose, 
howexcr, with no great damage and flew 
into the whirlpool, a mile below, which 
was comparatively easy of navigation. 
She finally sailed down into the smooth 
water below Leiviston and escaped from 
the sheriff. The chances for successfully 
competing against the fury of the rap- 
ids are said to be 50 to 1, and the feat ia 
recorded as one of marvelous and unprec- 
edented daring.

Tho stones are 
laid at the bottom of an excavation like 
that prepared in New England for a 
Rhode Island clambake.

i* consumed in this part of the prepara- 
tion, which has been preceded, of course, 
by the work of digging the pit or oven 
and arranging its rocky foundation. The 
einbeis having been hastily raked off 


L« rcdhot 01 white hot surface- having 


exposed, several men descend into 


the oven and walk more or less lcis>me- 
ly acrosb the stones. In most cases they 
suffer no apparent harm. 


Ono of the narratives was presented to 


the New Zealand institute in 1808 by Dr. 
T. M, Hocken and describes a scone 
which he witnessed in one of the Fiji 
islands—Wbeuga, 20 miles south of Suva. 
Through the co-operation'of civil officers 
and the steamship company the small 
clan on Mbenga that still possess the 
wonderful power was persuaded to give 
an exhibition, and several whites accom- 
panied the doctor. One of them, a gov- 
ernment meteorologist, carried a ther- 
mometer that would register up to 400 
degrees F. 
When these guests anived 


on the scene, they found hundreds of na- 
tives assembled in characteristic Fiji cos- 
tume. The preparations had been under- 
taken long enough in advance to avoit 
any delay. The oven was 25 or 30 feet 
long and 8 feet broad and was shaped 
like a saucer. The deepest part of the 
depression was 15 feet long. The visitors 
saw the stones yet covered with embers, 
which wore removed in their presence by 
means of long poles bearing loops of 
green withes. 


Walking beside the pit before this stage 


of the proceedings, the man with the 
thermometer recorded a temperature of 
114 dcgiecs. After the stones were un- 
covered he hung his instrument out over 
the center of the oven, six feet above the 
stones, whereupon the mercury rose to 
232. 
The solder was melting-, nnd the 


instrument was liable to be ruined if left 
in that position any longer. What the 
temperature was on the stones them- 
selves can only be conjectured, but Dr. 
Hocken declares that they were "while 
hot" and that low flames from sninll 
coals, between the stones could be seen 
leaping up around them. 


Two of the men who were to walk 


through the fire were examined by Dr. 
Ilocken before their daring act. 
They 


wore garlands about the neck and waist. 
Their feet and legs were entirely bare. 
The soles were soft and flexible, showing 
that they had not been rendered perma- 
nently callous in any way. In order to 
detect chemicals that .might have been 
applied for this occasion the doctor did 
not hesitate to use touch, smell anil taste. 
He licked the natives' feet w itb truly sci- 
entific zeal. But no explanation of what 
was to follow could be discovered. Final- 
ly, at an appointed signal, the seven or 
eight natives who took part in the per- 
formance came down in single file to the 
oven and then walked across the stones 
from one end to the other of the pit. 
They spent less than half a minute there. 
Immediately after they emerged Dr. 
Hocken again inspected their feet, but 
could find no sign of burning or blister- 
ing. 


Another historian mentions a fire walk 


in which the passage was made no less 
than five times. 
Miss Teuira Henry re- 


counts similar incidents in the Polynesian 
Journal, and adds that her own sister and 
a niece also walked over the stones. Mr. 
Lang picked tip stories of the practice in 
Japan, where several women pretended 
to have done the same thing, although 
corroborative evidence is lacking. 


An Englishman who tried the esperi 


roent himself, and was accompanied in 
his undertaking by three of his fellow 
countrymen, furnishes Mr. Lang with a 
short account. He is Colonel Gudgeon, 
British resident on one of the Society is- 
lands, Raiatea. The glowing stones on 
this occasion afforded a path 12 feet long 
The act of walking over them preceded 
the ceremony of cooking the ti plant and 
was first performed by a priest and hi 
attendant. 
They went down into the 


oven, bearing branches of the ti tree. On 
leaving the pit the priest offered a bifur- 
cated branch to Colonel Gudgeon, saying. 
"I hand my power over to you." The at- 
tendant did the same to one of the other 
whites. The remaining two Englishmen 
held no ti branches, but merely "walkct 
behind C«lonel Gudgeon. 


Three of them escaped without harm 


Th>' fourth, who, by the way, lookei 
backward, after starting, was somewhat 
burned. Green branches of ti were throwr 
on top of the stones a» hour later am' 
took fire; this fact affords a hint of the 
heat. Yet Colonel'Gudgeon says: "I fel 
something 
resembling 
slight 
electric 


shocks, and the tingling sensations con 
tinned hours afterward, but that was all 
The tender skin of my feet' was not even 
hardened by fire." 


All such ventures do not result so hap 


pily. Sev.eral accidents are reported. A 
Benares, for instance, the walkers were 
burned enough on one occasion to bi 
sore for two days. The Brahman niastei 
of ceremonies explained, however, tha 
"the control of the fire was not so com 
plete as usnal, because the images of th 
sanctuary had been defiled by the touch 
ot Mohammedans in the crowd." Sub 
sequently at 
Benares, 
when sacret 


images were carried through the fire ant 
a cocoannt was thrown into the oven 
three Hindoos who were observing th 
•peptacle ran against one another am 
fell into the pit. It if alleged that they 
escaped unharmed.

A FAMOUS BASTILE.! 


CHATEAU D'IF IS ONE OF THE GREAT 


SIGHTS IN FRANCE. 
' 


Crow** of Pilgrim* Vl«|t the Prison 


Wherein Duuuan Located Hl» Great 
Character* In "Monte-CUrl«to," Kd- 
muud JDautea and Abbe 


Inctlnrt Plays a Large Pnrt In 


Kutliitf tlxr Old River, 


"A grown man cau't leara the river," 


said uu old time pilot, chatting over his 
experiences the other day. "He's got to 
begin when he's a boy aud get it soaked 
into his .brain until all the tricks and 
turns of the water become as familiar to 
him us A B G to a schoolmaster. Mem- 
orizing u lot of soundings don't do bin: 
any good, because the shoals are chang- 
ing nil the time. It's like this: When a 
niuu has boeu married long enough he 
gets to know the disposition of his wife 
and Icarus to steer clear of things that 
would rile her, taking his bearings by n 
hundred and one little signs that nil out 
siiler would never notice. 


"That's the way with river piloting. A 


pilot gets so well acquainted with the dis 
position and peculiarities and temper o 
the old Mississippi that he loams to keep 
away from shallows, even if he hasn* 
been over the course for months and ul 
sorts of changes have taken place since 
he was gone. They can't tell exactly bow 
they do it themselves. Because it has 
come with them to be more of an instinct 
than a trade, aud to say that a uuin can 
pick up such thiugs from books and 
charts or any experience short of the ex- 
perience of a lifetime is all nonsense. 


"One fiucer thing about a shoal is that 


a ship will run away from it to a certain 
extent. 
When it gets near, the water 


seems to act us a sort of wedge and 
pushes it away, and a man who knows 
his business cnn tell iu a moment thnt hi- 
ts approaching danger. Another little 
oddity ii> that a river pilot takes his steer- 
ing sights aft instead of fo'ward, as a 
landsman would uaturally suppose. Hi- 
gets two shore points on a line aud 
steers by them, and if they 'open up' or 
widen out he hauls over to one side or the 
other until they come together again. 
The bar pilot, on the other hand, depends 
entirely on his compass. Piloting is n 
curious business, and most of the famous 
men of the old days have passed away. 
A few more years %\ ill see the last of 
them."—New Orleans Times-Democrat.

To Brln* Stranded From Xonie. 


Seattle, "Wash., Aug. 16.—The steamer 


Centennial has arrived from Nome. She 
left that port on Aug. 3 and brought out 
600 passengers and $115.000 in gold dust. 
Tlie rainy season had set in, preceded hy 
n severe storm which wrecked the steam- 
er Merwin on Nome beach and damaged 
a large number of smaller craft in the 
foadstead. General Randall had received 
Instructions from the government to give 
free transportation home to the stranded 
before winter set in. It was estimated 
there were 2,500 who would accept the 
government aid to reach their homes. 
Thus far -nil who have returned to Seat- 
tle have been able to find employment ei- 
ther in the city, logging camps, mines or 
fisheries at good wages. The demand is 
great, and they have been steadily ab- 
sorbed. 


The Baltimore at London. 


London, Aug. 16.—United States Em- 


bassadbr Ohoate, -attended bj the full 
embassy staff, visited the United States 
cruiser Baltimore at Greenwich. 
The 


party was received by Hear Admiral 
Watson -and Captain Forsyth, and the 
guns that did so well at Manila boomed 
but over the Thames in the embassador's 
honor.

A Unique Will. 


A unique will has been discovered in 


the Washington (Pa.) county records. It 
was probated in 1791 and was the last 
testament of James Innes. Among other 
desires he asked to be "bury'd in a white 
oak coffin, jointed but not planed." He 
requested that "no whiskey or other spir- 
ituous liquor be us'd on the occasion nor 
any of the usual & Customary grimac 
ings, those cstensabilities external parade 
of affection hypocrisy and dissimulation 
of mourning where grief is absent." He 
further enjoined that no part of his prop- 
erty should "ever come under cognizance 
Jurisdiction, or disposition of an Or- 
phans' Court, or be in any manner sub- 
jected or expos'd to their or their officers 
rapacious depredations, gleaning & exac- 
tions & peculating arts and practices." 


"I» It true," I asked of M. Chanot, the 


president of the general council of Mar- 
seilles, "that they actually show the 
cells of Dantes aud the Abbe Faria at 
the Chateau d'lf V" says a Marseilles cor- 
respondent1 of the Paris Temps. 


"Certainly, no doubt of it," replied M. 


Chauot, aud everything that he added 
was enough to send a fellow into a pro- 
found reverie. The next day I took thu 
steamboat which goes three times a day 
to the Chateau d'If. What au immense 
number of readers Dumas still has! Thu 
big boat was crowded. 
In. the throng 


there were three priests, one military 
man, a number of Englishmen, Knights 
of the Legion of Honor, workmen and 
business men. The trip lasted about half 
an hour. 
Everybody was serious, aud 


very properly when on a pilgrimage. 
Soon the Chateau d'If appeared. Upon 
an island of about 800 meters in circum- 
ference, entirely surrounded by walls, 
stands the heavy building with its great 
towers and square dungeon. There is 
something; imposing in the thing, which 
comes from, the somewhat golden color 
of the stones, the very heaviness of the 
muss and the abundance of the solids 
over the voids, as an architect might say. 
It was never anything but a state prison, 
the bastile of the south, and Francis I 
himself in 1524 laid the first stone of it. 
Through personal experience he was well 
up in prisons. 


The cells open upon a sort of interior 


courtyard, narrow and somber. 
Many 


are without windows, and some are veri- 
table dungeons below the surface of the 
exterior soil. Three of the largest and 
most striking are on the first floor. They 
are the cells of the famous prisoners—the 
Iron Mask, who in 1G8G was taken thence 
to the island of Ste. Marguerite: Phi 
lippe Kgalite, the father of Louis Phi- 
lippe, who was decapitated on Nov. 6, 
1793, and Mirabeau, who was sent there 
by virtue of n lettre de cachet demanded 
by his father after his separation from 
Mile, de Mnriguane, a sensitive •woman 
and about us inconstant as her inconstant 
husband. 


But my companions paid little atten- 


tion to these cells. They made a rush 
for a cell on the ground floor, perfectly 
terrible in its aspect, with a door framed 
in iron, a bolt that weighed at least 12 
pounds and with a little barred window. 
After passing through that door we en- 
tered a dry cuve lighted solely by n little 
lamp. There is a notice outside which 
rends 
as 
follows: "Cell 
of 
Abbe 


Faria, expelled from Rome in 1311; im- 
prisoned in the Chateau d'If as a con- 
spirator; died in 1329." 


Nevertheless this is only an antecham- 


ber. The cell of Faria is n sort of tomb 
in the farthest corner and !n which one 
can hardly stand upright. In one of the 
walls is the hole made by the abbe to 
communicate with Dailies. Sure enough, 
there is the hole! What son of the south 
ever made It? Nobody knows. But there 
t is. irrefutable proof of the power for 
•cnlizalion that a popular work possesses. 
And the cell of Dantes enu be vaguely 
seen through that hole. It is seen in a 
mystery all the more terrifying because 
:he military engineers walled up the door 
so that it is impossible to enter. 


"Dantes, Dantes,!" cried one of tho pil 


grhns who wanted to piny the practical 
[oker. But he did not do it well. Ilia 
voice was almost trembling, and if Dnn- 
tes really did reply the joker would not 
have been at all astonished. Flow admi- 
rable and touching is the creative power 
of imagination! 


According to the serious nrchreologists, 


among whom is M. Espearandieu, the fa- 
mous architect, there were really prison 
ers in that horrible cave. One was nani 
ed Bernnidot. n rich merchant of Mar- 
seilles, who was arrested on the charge of 
laving spoken disrespectfully of Cardinal 
Uichelieu. lie died there of starvation, 
and Jean Paul, a sailor, who struck his 
commander, died there in 1779, after 31 
years' captivity. 


It is doubtless the story of these two 


men, literally buried alive, that inspired 
Dumas. 
Today for everybody it is the 


prison of Faria, nnd the inscriptions are 
there to certify the existence of the un- 
fortunate abbe. Is it not true that cpi- 
graphic monuments constitute the most 
authentic source of history? 
Well, the 


epigraph «f the Chateau d'If affirms that 
Dantes and Karia really lived. Can pos- 
terity ask for anything more? The old 
guide, Grosson, who was probably the 
author of this mise en scene, gave details 
still more precise, "Here is the hole." 
said he, "made by Mgr. Faria with a fish 
bone!" 


And so at the present time Faria and 


Dantes really live. A few years ago an 
Italian kissed the stones of these cells 
and wept. Doubtless it was while read- 
ing "Monte-Christo" that this son of the 
peninsula had his first dreams of the 
freedom of his country; for the Abbe Fa- 
ria was sent to the Chateau d'If, accord- 
ing to the fancy of the romancer, for hav- 
ing taken up again the plan of Borgia. 
The man who could create such a legend 
was certainly no ordinary person. There 
is only one writer perhaps who shares 
his glory, Rabelais. 
Tue peasants of 


Touraine will show today in all serious- 
ness'the localities which Gargantua loved 
to haunt. 


In thinking all these things I returned 


with the crowd back to the steamer. The 
captain showed me a little ishind in the 
sea, a mass of rugged and tragic looking 
rocks. 
"That is Tiboulen," said he, 


"where Dantes landed after his escape!" 


I must Confess that, as I write, I really 


believe that the story of "Monte-Christo' 
is all perfectly true. 


WHY SKIPPERS LIKE DERELICTS." 


Only Way For Sen Csptaluc to O«C

"The highest ambition of a sea captain 


tliPM- days is to pick up deserted wrecks," 
declared an old skipper who arrived in 
pu:t the other day. "It's the only chance 
he has to get rich." 


"I'm the iiuluekk'st dog alive," be add- 


id. "I've been to sea for nearly 40 years 
now and have never had the good for- 
tune to run on a single wreck. That's 
the only wuy for us to make any money, 
you sec. 


"If u skipper can't haul into port ono 


or two derelicts during his lifetime, he 
stands a fair show of dying poor as a 
church mouse. Even one good find will 
fix a man up fairly well, and two or three 
will settle him for life. I know several 
lucky do;;*! who haul in something in the 
way of a wreck once in every two or 
three years, but somehow I can't land 
any myself. 


"Why, I spend half my time looking 


around the horizon to see if I can catch 
sight of a deserted vessel of some kind. 
Of course, I'd rather she'd be lodged fair 
and square on some sand bank, out of 
reach of the waves, but I wouldn't com- 
plain at finding her flat on the bottom, 
with nothing but the tip of her mainmast 
showing above the surface. Even then the 
salvage money would be worth having. 


"How much a skipper gets out of a 


derelict depends on its 
condition, of 


course. If he hauls it into port practical- 
ly uninjured, he gets a big pile of money, 
although the owners of his own vessel 
ttiid two or three middlemen take a hand 
in dividing the spoils. But he gets some- 
thing for just finding a wreck, and it 
doesn't make any difference what has 
happened to her or why she was deserted, 
just so long as the crew has left her. 
Their leaving makes her a derelict, and 
her owners have to pony up to the lucky 
cu*>s that finds her. 


"Nowadays we skippers get low sala- 


aries and lots of work, and we don't 
often own shares in our ships, as the old 
time masters did. 
Yes. sir. our only 


chance is to pick up a wreck, and that's 
what we're all looking for."-—New York 
Times.

need uot wonder that it is difficult to be 
withdrawn when we read the account 
of the shape of the sting of the bee. 


The sting of the bee is not, us it .wight 


appear to the naked eye, a mere lauee 
or a bayon«t. It is iu truth something 
much more formidable, rather resembling 
those frightful engines of destruction 
which the common consent of civilized 
nations has excluded from the practice 
of modern warfare. In a word, the little 
instrument known as "the sting" is 
found when magnified to be the sheath 
In which the true sting lies concealed, al- 
though the whole enters the wound when 
the attack is made. The piercing appara- 
tus itself is, however, double, being com- 
posed of two long darts, which are plac- 
ed side by side, so as to form a lance, 
nnd. being furnished by suitable muscles, 
they are forcibly protruded from the 
sheath when required for attack or de- 
fense. 


If we employ a tolerably high micro- 


scopic power to examine the points of 
these darts, we shall find them to be 
barbed, each piercer being furnished on 
one side with eight teeth, aud as they 
are so placed when in use that the 
smooth edges are in juxtaposition you 
will perceive that they then constitute a 
single formidable barbed spear similar 
to one of those primitive weapons of war- 
fare employed by the savage inhabitants 
of various countries that you will no 
doubt often have met in museums or col- 
lections of ethnological curiosities. 


You will now perceive what a formida- 


ble weapon the sting must be when di- 
rected by the bee against an insect of its 
own size, aud after examining its baibed 
points you will easily understand, too, 
how it happens that when the little 
belligerent manages to penetrate your 
own skin it should be compelled to Ieu\e 
its sting behind.

Old Structures Near Newcastle 


Bridges Now In Ruins. 


Tho large wooden buildings near 


the second Newcastle bridge, which 
have been landmarks for a half century, 
boing occupied first by Tnoinas E. 
Oliver, then by William Marvin and 
finally by Valentine Doane and Co., 
collapsed about half past two o'clock 
on Thursday afternoon, with a crash 
that could bii heard for a half mile np 
and doun the river.

Seldom are 
more complete ruins seen anywhere 
ban they now present.
